The 
vegetables must be stored over the first 
winter and replanted for seed production 
the lollowing spring. Some well-known 
vegetables of this class are ® beets, cab- 
bage, carrots, . celery, paraunips, salsify 
and turnips, "Seed from these can easily 
be grown in Canada if the vegetables to 
be so used are kept in gocd condition ; - 
over the winter. Unless a rigid selection 
is made, each year, of epeciinena which 
arc true to type, it will not belong before 
alarger proportion of the crop will b> 
not true to type; hence great care should 
be taken to select well-shaped, mcdiuin- 
sized roots, typical of the variety, of 
beets, carrots, parinsps, salsify, and tur- 
nips, firm-headed cabbage true to type, 
fism stalked and diseare-resistant plants 
of celery, and firm, shapely onion bulbs. 
(f this is done and varieties are kept far 
enough from others so that they will not 
cross the crop, Canadian grown | seed 
should compare favourably with imported 
seed in regard to purity, as it does in 
other characteristics. 

The methods of wintering vegetables 
for seed will vary in different parts of 
Canada, but in most places it will be 
aecessary to. give them some protection. 
When possible,’ it is best to store them in 
a frost-proof cellar. But, if necessary, the 
vegetables may be stored outside, both in 
small and in large qnantities, except in 
the case of onions, which mgt be kept 
dry, and stored in a cool place where there 
ig little or no frost. ;
